At this meeting certain reso lutio ns 
are to be bro ught up reco mmending 
certain pending legislatio n o f impo rt­ 
ance to the Legio n and o thers. 
The members are particularly in­ 
terested in the War Risk insurance 
questio n, as under the law there can 
be no reinstatement 
after 
July 2 
1927. 
They are 
anxio us 
to 
have 
every war veteran entitled to same 
ho ld such Insurance, w’hich it is said 
co sts twenty-tive per cent less than 
the o ld line po licies. 
The 
pro clamatio n 
by 
President 
Co o lidge o n this subject fo llo ws: 
During the wo rld war the United 
Slates Go vernment insured, at an ex­ 
ceedingly lo w' premium rate, nearly 
5,000,0UU 
members 
o f 
the 
armed 
fo rces o f the co untry against death 
o r to tal permanent disability. The in­ 
surance thus granted 
was 
fo r the 
greater pro tectio n o f the insured and 
their dependents than was affo rded 
in the co mpensatio n, independently 
o f insurance and unco nnected there- 
w'ith, which was pro vided fo r death 
o r disability resulting fro m perso nal 
injury, o r disease co ntracted in the 
military service. 
Statuto ry pro visio n was made fo r 
the co ntinuance o f this war risk in- 
curance after the terminatio n o f the 
war, and its co nversio n within a lim­ 
ited time into such fo rm o r fo rms o f 
insurance, usually issued by life in- 
surauce co mpanies ,as the insured 
might request.

5.— Eighty- 
eight years ago next week, on Feb ­ 
ruary 11, 18 39 , the legislature estab ­ 
lished the state school .sy.stem. which 
in the present general a^^'^emb ly is a 
chiet topic of deb ate. 
Althou#! the history of Missouri 
education dates b ack ov er a century 
to the Spanish and hYench periods of 
possession, it was 
not 
until 
18 39 , 
nineteen years after receiv ing state­ 
hood, that Missouri had any semb 
lance of a pub lic school system, says 
a sketch prepared b y Floyd Shoe­ 
maker, secretary of the state histori­ 
cal society of Missouri. 
Education 
was considered a function and a 
Iduty of the family and not of the 
Ktate, prior to this time. 
The state’s first constitution in­ 
corporated the free education idea, 
he says, b ut early Missourians were 
wary of any such system, and looked 
upon free scliools as “charitab le in­ 
stitutions,” and an unju.‘^t pub lic ex­ 
pense. 
Priv ate academies were in 
the v ogue and the wealthier classes 
sent their children to these. 
The original school system pro­ 
v ided in the first constitution called 
for a scliool in each township, b ut no 
specific system was created and the 
‘ prejudices against the “institutions” 
^continued. 
Fchools were 
i perated 
b y .school teachers hired and paid b y 
families v hich had 
formed 
them­ 
selv es into v oluntary 
associations. 
{ Teachers were paid in proportion to 
;the numb er of students enrolled and 
the schools wore operated for only

of

; Schools of this type could b e found 
, in Missouri until 
the

forties, 
Shoemaker continues.

an ideal of duty, both public and private. 
The Boy Scouts of America have carri­ 
ed on with these thing s in view during 
the almost two decades since the idea 
w as broug ht to America from Eng land, 
where it originated, until there are today 
more than 600,000 scouts affiliated in the 
thousands of troops that are scattered 
throug hout the country, covering the larg ­ 
est cities and the smallest towns. 
The men who have g raduated from the 
ranks of the Boy Scouts have exerted a 
tremendous influence upon their times. 
There are hundreds of thousands of them 
and -each *‘old scout” is a living example 
of the value of the training received v/hile 
jn the ranks of the organization. 
Such manly qualities are self-help and 
help of others, self-reliance and the per­ 
formance of public duties, not as a task 
but as opportunities for service, are incul­ 
cated under Scout training and the boys 
take a pride in living up to the hig h 
ideals of Scouting. 
The habit of think­ 
ing and living according to the Scout code 
becomes firmly implanted. 
No Boy Scout 
has ever been before a police court, so 
far as is known. 
The “ g ang spirit” is 
directed along constructive lines and the 
effect upon the community life is corre­ 
sponding ly beneficial. 
There is no character building achieve­ 
ment that can exceed in importance or­ 
derly development of the boy’s instinct 
to play along lines that assist in fitting 
him for the duties of life. 
In every as­ 
pect the work of the Boy Scouts is of 
benefit to the community at large and is 
an inestimable blessing to the lads them­ 
selves.

TURNING AGAINST LIFE 
It is quite true, as many persons know 
from experiences of their own, that when 
repeated disappointments and severe per­ 
sonal trials strain a man’s endurance he 
has a strong inclination to turn ag ainst 
life, as it were, and to try to build up a 
law of his own by which to g uide his fu­ 
ture conduct. 
Such a feeling is but the 
natural expression of the first impulses 
following 
discourag ement — in 
other 
words, a living demonstration of the fa­ 
miliar question, “ W hat’s the u se? ” Such 
an attitude, however, offers only slight 
relief of a temporary nature but which is 
w^elcorned in the first “ let-down” feeling . 
Brain and heart do not act normally in 
such conditions and too much cannot be 
expected of them unless, indeed, their 
victim deliberately sets about perpetuat­ 
ing as far as he can the ug ly sentiments 
that animate him and the unwholesome 
attitude he seeks to develop toward life. 
He does not count upon human nature, 
however, for after the first natural reac­ 
tion to the hurt he has received the aver­

man,

planned campaig n against his own best 
interests, discovery, ]>jrhaps to his dis­ 
may, that he is really recovering from the 
despondency into which he has plung ed 
and is beg inning to assume a more nor­ 
mal attitude. 
Even the man who considers himself 
most sinned ag ainst is sometimes some­ 
thing of a sinner himself, albeit he may 
not n li'h such an imputation.

j f l igh nn» ral convictirm when he fails 


to adjust himself 
to certain 
conditions 
that have brought about chang es from 
which he shrinks with all his strength. It 
is not easy to meet life at times, nor is it 
easy to be satisfied with the husks of 
those thing s upon 
which 
we have set 
greatest store. 
It is a man sized job to 


adjust ourselves to disappointment and 
discouragement, and particularly so when 
the years stretch out in w’hat seems to be 
an endless period of unhappiness, yet-for 
all the resentment we feel and all the 
protests we make we cannot bring back 
old conditions. 
In such circumstances it 
is our responsibility if we steadily refuse 
to adopt ourselves to unwelcome chang es 
and 
our responsibility also 
if, 
by not 
doing so, we increase our unhappiness. 
It is so easy to place the blame upon any­ 
one else than ourselves, and anything else 
than our own actions for the unnatural 
lives we lead. 
We may fume and fret 
and rail against this, that and the other 
thing but deep in our hearts we know 
that we have not measured up to the 
best that is in us when we fail to give our­ 
selves another chance throug h our own 
efforts. 
W e naturally seek the sunny paths; we 
love 
pleasure 
and 
brightness 
and the 
beautiful things that go to make happi­ 
ness. 
It is hard to stand their loss; it is 
hard to reconcile ourselves to the barren 
years. But it makes it only harder when 
we continue to live in futile resentment, 
building up animosities that drench our 
souls with bitterness for no reason what­ 
ever and making life drearier and bleaker 
than it need be. 
There are poor souls in 
the world today who believe themselves 
forgotten. 
Give them a chance, how­ 
ever, and see how quickly they will re­ 
spond to healthy treatment. 
It may be 
that we ourselves may be tempted at 
some time of severe trial to lose faith and 
turn our backs on life. 
What can we 
expect to gain by such action? 
Merely a 
long drawn out sentence of discontent for 
which we ourselves are responsible. How 
much better it is to make a brave fig ht 
to recapture something of the sweetness 
and kindly spirit that once animated us! 
How much better, too, to turn our faces 
toward life and accept it as it comes, not 
in a spirit 
of hopeless 
submission, but 
with a fierce determination to take it at 
its face value and draw from it every­ 
thing to which we 
are 
entitled— each 
ounce of satisfaction, of encourag ement, 
of promise. 
Such a decision means ef­ 
fort pure and simple, and it is in effort 
that men have the best chance to find 
happiness. 
It is surprising how the bit­ 
terness falls away from the heart when 
we see the fruits of our individual efforts 
taking forms that bring their own satis­ 
factions, and how easily we fall into the 
habit of continuing such efforts, at first 
perhaps merely for the satisfaction of 
knowing we can bring about such results, 
but later for the delig ht of both sharing 
in these results and of recog nizing that 
we are after all, in some small measure 
at least arbiters of our own destinies. 
We must meet life not as bitter enemies, 
not as whining suppliants, but as cour­ 
ag eous men ready to give their best in 
its cause.

Mrs. Kittle Hay n es Spotta, of Car­ 
rollton , Mo., who has n umerous re 
latives in Pettis Coun ty , mother-iu- i 
law of Ed Porter, 
a 
former 
well 
kn own Pettis coun tian in a paper 
lead before a commun ity club n ear 
that place made an in terestin g com 1 
parison of the olden day s an d pres-, 
en t times. 
Her paper follows: 
In my day I 
have 
seen 
m an y , 
chan ges in man n er of lirin g, mode of ^ 
travel, sty le of furn ishin gs, dress, 
mui;ic an d occupation . 
i 
I was born in 1854 in the try in g : 
time before the Civil War, an d while ; 
that great con flict raged, was old 
I 
en ough, to realize to a small ex ten t 
the seriousn ess an d the awfuln ess ot 
it. 
My father an d mother were Ken ­ 
tuckian s who emigrated to Carroll 
coun ty Missouri, in 18 52 an d settled 
n ear Moss Creek w^here I spen t my 
y outhful day s. 
In 1873 I married 
an d moved to the “other side of the 
creek” where I have lived ever sin ce. 
Un even tful? 
Yes, 
but I have seen 
man y , man y chan ges in 
those un ­ 
even tful y ears. 
A better day has come. 
With the 
aid of modern machin ery 
an d 
im­ 
proved methods y ou can do twice as 
much, twdce as well, twice as easily , 
an d in half the time as of old. Now 
y our car will take the farmer to town 
an d back in the time it took them to 
y oke the ox en an d put them to the 
cart. 
I remember goin g to my Un cle’s 
weddin g in an ox cart. 
We drove 
across the prairie—there were n o 
graded roads or con crete 
highway s 
then , the prairie grass grew so tall 
y ou could scarcely see a man on 
horse back a few feet away . 
We atten ded services at the old 
Moss Creek Methodist church. 
This 
church was located 
on 
the 
south 
ban k of the creek n ear the presen t 
bridge on the farm kn own as the Dr. 
Corrin farm. There was a gallery in ­ 
side, over the en tran ce, where the 
slaves could sit durin g services. 
I 
have a pair of brass can dle sticks of 
my mother’s which -were often used 
on the altar of this old church at the 
even in g .services. 
It was said: “Fashion , like history , 
repeats itself.” The fashion of bob­ 
bin g the hair is n ot so n ew. 
In the 
GO’S an d early 7 0’s all girls wore bob­ 
bed hair—though in stead of cuttin g 
it short in the back an d lon ger in 
fron t, they shin gled the fron t an d 
wore it somewhat lon ger in the back. 
Then we did 
n ot 
have 
play er 
pian os, victrolas an d radios to grin d 
out music for our en joy men t, 
lu- 
.stead, we san g for ourselves the love­ 
ly old ballads: “Shamus O’Brien , Lily 
Dale, Gen tle An n ie, Mollie Darlin g, 
an d Kitty O’Neal.” 
Mr. Spotts an d I were married in 
September, 187 3. 
Bro. Black, a Bap­ 
tist min ister of Carrollton , performed 
the ceremon y . My weddin g 
dress 
was of white mull, 
very 
full of 
sleeves an d wdde skirt with lots ot 
tin y ruffles. My “secon d day ” dress 
w'as of green silk. Of all those at my 
weddin g, on ly four n ow are livin g: 
Mrs. T. B. Goodson of Carrollton , 
Mrs. Laura Cooper of Ft. Smith, Ark., 
Mr. Joe DeMin t of Oklahoma City , 
an d my sister, Mrs. Julia Timbrook. 
Amon g the w'eddin g gifts w'as a 
j 
sewin g machin e from my paren ts. It 
was a Domestic an d cost $17 5, which 
w as a large sum to pay for a machin e 
in those day s. It was in use for over 
30 y ears an d stitched man y a mile. 
Dress goods 
in those day s 
were 
beautiful—especially the silks. They 
seemed of better quality than tliose 
ot the presen t. 
On e 
of my little j 
gran d-daughters has a summer coal 
made from a piece of 
black 
gros 
grain silk 78 y ears old. 
Most farmers then kept sheep. The 
wool was sheared, rolled, spun , an d 
woven in to cloth. Mother made prel- 
ly balmoral skirts an d flan n el dress­ 
es for us from this. 
Calico of those day s w’as much like 
our best percale an d sold at 30c per 
y ard. 
1 remember on ce my father 
look to town a whole wash tub full 't 
of eggs an d traded them for calico. 
Eggs were very cheap an d cahcu j 
high so w’e did n ot get so much after 
all. It took a lot of goods then to 
make a dress. While the waist fit j 
sn ugly the sleeves w ere large an d t 
the skirt full. You see we wore hoops : 
an d it took quite a bit of skirt to ! 
cover them. 
1 often w’on der how’ a j 
w’oman would man age a hoop-skirt in . 
an automobile, or get on an d off a | 
street car or how’ she would stow 
herself away for an airplan e ride. 
I remember on ce that when 1 was 
milkin g, the cow became frighten ed 
an d kicked at me, catchin g her hoot 
between the wires ot my hoops. 
1 
fell backward an d my hoops came 
off. but ‘Old Brin dle’ wen t tearin g g 
across the lot with ray hoops an d a 
large piece of my dress skirts attach­ 
ed to her. 
Those were the day s of huge fire 
places, four-poster beds, can iiCAvick

han d-woven

In those good old day s it is said
